DISCUSSED  AT  GUILD 


The  meeting  of  the  Literary  Guild 
held  Friday  evening,  February  19, 
was  most  interesting.  The  members 
evidenced  much  interest  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  in  the  discussion  of  “the 
Peasants”  by  Ladislas  Reymont,  the 
Nobel  prize  novel  of  1924. 

Nellie  Pye  presented  the  outstand¬ 
ing  -facts  concerning  the  life  and 
work  of  the  author  who  has  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  being  the  second  Polish 
writer  to  win  -the  Nobel  award,  an

to  the  story  of  “The  Peasants.” 

Although  the  novel  includes  fonr 
parts,  “Spring”,  “Summer”,  “Au¬ 
tumn”,  and  “Winter”.

In  conclusion,  Frances  Thaxton 
entertained  the  Guild  with  a  Shakes- 
perean  Romance,  a  contest  in  which 
the  questions  asked  were  answered 
hy  the  titles  of  Shakespeare’s  plays.
